C lem enceau’s speech, delivered be­ 
fore an audience of 4,000, including 
many of America's best minded lead­ 
ers in business, finance, politics and 
other fields, was regarded as one of 
the frankest declarations on record 
concerning international relations. 
He warned that German m onarchists 
such as Ludendorff and Hindenburg 
are preparing to overthrown the gov­ 
ernment and establish a monarchy-—a 
prelude to further wars. 
The great war, he said, w as as much 
the affair of America as of France, 
but the United States left before the 
w hole matter w as cleared up. 
France has been destroyed as the 
result of the peace afterward. 
If Foeh 
had foreseen that Germany would not 
pay up reparations and would flout 
the Versailles treaty, he would have 
marched on to 
Berlin, 
Clemenceau

In expressing this thought the president 
says; “ The strength and security of the nation will always rest 
in the intelligent body of its people.“ 
“ Ever since the war-time examinations of American manhood 
disclosed such vast numbers who could not read or write, the 
thoughtful people of t he United States have ¡been alert to t he need 
of a more thorough and more widely diffused educational program. 
The presence of this great mass of unlettered people within our 
borders has led to a strong emphasis on National Education week 
and this year a leal elfort is being made to focus interest on the 
educational needs of the various stab** in the union and the com­ 
munities In those states. 
The purpose is a good 011« and the plan is clearly defined. 
By 
calling upon ail the states, all the communities in those stales, all 
the civic organizations in those communities to concentrate on this 
subject for one week, there will be brought into existence 11 na­ 
tional interest in Mucation which will accomplish much more than 
the interest of leaders in this field could ever accomplish without 
the arousing of the national oon sc ¡outness. 
If conditions arc to !*• improved the improvement will come 
through crystallizing sentiment upon that which needs improve­ 
ment.

T h e conviction of a woman accused of murder by juries in 
A m ir Ran courts is the exee.pl ion rather than the rule. 
If t h e 
accused is possessed of feminine charm and.holds a child in h e r 
aims, jurors seem to be forgetful of their duty to the state which 
demands that they bring in a verdict liat&d on tin* evidence sub­ 
mitted in the case. 
While it is true that in such a case they are 
to be convinced beyond doubt that the accused is guilty, it is also 
true that vvatn once they have been convinced of the guilt of the 
accused, by the evidence submitted, they are untrue to their oath 
if they allow any outside influences to interfere with their verdict. 
Recently a young woman appeared in a court in New Jersey 
accused of murdering her husband and another woman with whom 
he was believed to have been on too intimate terms. 
The accused 
was pretty, she had a dhild in iu*r arms, while her aged mother 
was present to help in creating favorable sentiment. 
Although 
there was no shadow of doiibt of the accused's guilt the jury 
brought in a verdict of “ not guilty.” 
This verdict was contrary 
to the evidence in the case and was the result of sentimentality. 
It was in keeping with 1 In* prevalent tendency to coddle criminals. 
Such a reign of shallow emotionalism must be checked. 
Law 
is still law. 
“ Thou shalt not kill” is a law both morally and con­ 
stitutionally valid. 
The penalty for the breaking of this law is 
fixed and should la* imposed. 
Present tendencies suggest that in 
states where electrocution is the penalty for murder, someone is 
likely to propose at an early date that criminals sentenced to this 
fate be wrapped in asbestos lest the current touch them. 
Nature imposes penalties lor the violation of her laws and 
in exacting her penalties nature is no respecter o f persons; both 
male and female, rich and poor are required to pay the price of 
their wrong-doing. 
Society equally is under an obligation to im­ 
partiality in imposing penalties for the breaking of those laws 
that are the guarantee of an orderly society. 
Lawlessness is rampant and lawlessness will not be checked 
so long as juries allow emotion to control reason. 
Such verdicts 
are not just; their authors are themselves law breakers, and the 
result must be a penalty exacted of the social order. 
This pen­ 
alty is being exacted in social disorders, riots, murders and other 
horrible crimes. 
The golden rule cannot be practiced except in 
a society qualified to appreciate the golden rule. Laws carry penal­ 
ties for their violation and to ignore the penalty is to break the 
law of which it is part. Coddling criminals must stop. 
The ex­ 
action oi the penalty often saves the man. 
A11 undiscovered and 
unpunished crime often leads to other and worse acts of violence. 
To be discovered and punished is often a cure. 
Prisoners should 
be treated humanely, but it is not for any twelve men to decide 
that tlie guilty are to ‘be released from paying the penalty foi 
their wrong doing.

Iii expressing this thought the president 
says: “The strength and security of the nation will always rest 
in the intelligent body of its people.” 
“Ever since the war-time examinations of American manhood 
disclosed such vast numbers who could not read or write, the 
thoughtful people of the United States h a v e 'been alert to the need 
of a more thorough and more widely diffused educational program. 
The presence of this great mass of unlettered people within our 
borders has led to a strong emphasis on National Education week 
and this year a real effort is being made to focus interest on the 
educational needs of the various states in the union and the com­ 
munities in those states. 
The purpose is a good one and the plan is clearly defined. By

CODDLING IIH: CHIM INAL 


T he conviction of a woman accused of m urder lie juries in 
American courts is the exception rather than the rule. 
If the 
accused is possessed of feminine charm a n d .holds a child in her 
aims, jurors seem to be forgetful of their duty to the state which 
demands that they bring in a verdict based on the evidence sub­ 
mitted iii the case. 
While it is true that in such a case they are 
to be convinced beyond doubt that the accused is guilty, it is also 
true that when once they have been convinced of the guilt of the 
accused, by the evidence submitted, they are untrue to their oath 
if they allow any outside influences to interfere with their verdict. 
Recently a young woman appeared in a court in New Jersey 
accused of murdering her husband and another woman with whom 
he was believed to have been on too intim ate term s. 
The accused 
was pretty, she had a dhild in her arms, while her aged mother 
was present to help in creating favorable sentiment. 
Although 
there was no shadow of doubt of the accused's guilt the jury 
brought in a verdict of “not guilty.” 
This verdict was contrary 
to the evidence in the case and was the result of sentimentality. 
It was iii keeping with the prevalent tendency to coddle criminals. 
Such a reign of shallow emotionalism must be Checked. 
Law 
is still law. 
“Thou shalt not hi ii” is a law both morally and con­ 
stitutionally valid. 
The penalty for the 'breaking of this law is 
fixed and should be imposed. 
Present tendencies suggest that in 
states where electrocution is the penalty for murder, someone is 
likely to propose at an early date that criminals sentenced to this 
fate be wrapped in asbestos lest the current touch them. 
N ature imposes penalties for the violation of 'her laws and 
in exacting her penalties nature is no respecter of persons; both 
male and female, rich and poor are required to pay the price of 
their wrong-doing. 
Society equally is under an obligation to im­ 
partiality iii imposing penalties tor the breaking of those laws 
that are the guarantee of an orderly society. 
Lawlessness is ram pant and lawlessness will not be checked 
so long as juries allow emotion to control reason. 
Such verdicts 
are not ju st; th eir authors are themselves law breakers, and the 
result must, be a penalty exacted of the social order. 
This pen­ 
alty is being exacted in social disorders, riots, m urders and other 
horrible crimes. 
The golden rule cannot be practiced except in 
a society qualified to appreciate the golden rule. Laws carry penal­ 
ties for their violation and to ignore the penalty is to break the 
law of which it is part. 
Coddling criminals must stop. 
The ex­ 
action of the penalty otten saves the man. 
Ail undiscovered and 
unpunished crime often leads to other and worse acts of violence. 
To be discovered and punished is often a cur©. 
Prisoners should 
be treated humanely, but it is not for any twelve men to decide 
that the guilty are to 'be released from paying the penalty for 
their wrong doing.
